Mendez Capote, sworstary of govern-
ment, has been devoting considerable
time to a study of the eldctornl Inws of
various nationn, with a view of for-
mulating plans for Inauguration here.
Utilvaraal suffrage I8 consldered advis-
able In some respects, bul it would
have many objectionable features, On
the other hand Senor Capots thinks
nn eduentional qualification would not
prove astlafactory, uniess aufficlently
cofaprehensive to exclude those taught
espacinlly for elections. He says the
Cuban league Is doing mueh in the
way of proparing the voters to exarcise
the electoral function, Day and night
wehools are eonducted In all the vil-
lagea for thin purpowe, the cducation
halug gratultous and attendance belug
numarous and enthuslestio;

The gteat objection to A property
quaiifieation Is that a majority of
those In oities who formarly had prop-
arty, the Spaninrds In particular, and
many capable Cubans, have been to-
tally rulped during the lnst throe years
and would not be Justly treated wore n
property qualification enforced, Senor
Cupote la earefully considering the
problem, and will submit his views (o
Governor General Brooke about the
middle of next month, when he will
ank for the lesuance of sueh a doores
a8 he will then have In readiness. The
Cubans, for the most part, however,
digapprove the present system of mak-
ing laws, contendiug thuat Senors Ca-
pote and Lanuza have too much in-
fuence with the military eadminlatra-
tlon and persuade General Hrooke Lo
sigu decrees under a bellef, on his part,
that the people desire them, wlien, as
a mitter of feet, the secretaries have
songidered nothing except thalr ‘own
individual wishes,

Benor Launnua, secrotary of the de.
partment of Justice, entirely disap-
proves auch reforms In the criminal
procedure as the abolition of the prac-
tice of incommunicndo and the confar-
ring upon aceused parsons of the right
to know the specific charge nagainst
them, to face thalr aoensers and to hoar
the testimony offered, In this position
the Havana bar supports him. The
substance of his argument Wgainst the
relorms—which 18 an eluborate affair
—|& that under such eonditions erim-
inils would be able to concert a de-
fense. He thinks It would be inad-
viiable to adopl the American system
of trial, and seems to balleve It would
be better that the Innnocent should
puffer than that the gullty should have
a chance to eycape, This view will un-
doubtadly be sot aside am soon ms a
reform decree can be properly drawn.
